-The discussion of the Christian 
ordinances which are the theme 
of this lesson brings us v ery eas­ 
ily into the realm of acute con­ 
trov ersies of the sort that in the 
main it has been our aim in this 
column to av oid. 
Possibly ev en the merest com­ 
m ent on bap tism and the Lord’s 
Sup p er cannot be made without 
conflict with the strong conv ic­ 
tions up on these m atters held in 
some quarters. 
The v ery terminology in use 
concerning then* indicates the 
div ergence of op inion and the in­ 
tensity of feeling. Some churches 
are w hat are called “close com­ 
munion”—the p rincip le of inclu­ 
sion and ex clusion of other p ro­ 
fessing Christians in the fellow­ 
ship of a local church hav ing to 
do with the nature and form of 
Bap tism. Other churches which 
do not sp eak of 
“close 
com­ 
m union“ hold v ery 
strict and 
p articular v iews concerning the 
nature and significance of the 
Lord’s Sup p er. 
An Ex treme 
We hav e heard of the wife of 
a nonconformist missionary 
in 
the dep ths of Africa who wrote 
to the archbishop of Canterbury I 
inquiring whether she would be 
commiting sin in p artak ing 
of 
the Communion with her hus­ 
band and other nonconformist 
missionaries in the mission field. 
T hat is, p erhap s, a v ery ex treme 
instance, but it ty p ifies the gen­ 
eral attitude of a fairly large 
number of p rofessing Christians 
toward those of churches and 
communions other than their 
own. 
The ex tremes of op inion 
re­ 
garding these ordinances 
and 
the forms in wrhich they are ex ­ 
p ressed 
v ary from the most 
thoroughgoing sacerdotalism of 
ancient and 
highly 
organized 
communions 
to 
the 
ex treme 
freedom of such group s as the 
Quak ers who do not accep t or 
p ractice such ordinances, 
but 
who, for the most p art are 
so 
thoroughly imbued 
with 
the 
i 
moral and 
sp iritual ideals oi 
Jesus that any one who would ex - | 
elude them from the general fel­ 
lowship of Christians would show 
considerable 
narrowness 
and 
v ery great temerity . 
But 
ev en considering these 
j 
v ery ex tremes, there are realities 
in bap tism and the Lord’s Sup ­ 
p er as described in 
the 
New 
Testament which may be 
em- 


Tex t: Matt. 28:19, 20; I Cor. 
11:23-29 
Go y e therefore, and teach ail 
nations, bap tizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observ e all 
things whatsoev er I hav e com­ 
manded y ou: and, lo, I am with 
y ou alway , ev en unto the end of 
the world. Amen. 
For I hav e receiv ed of the Lord 
that which also I deliv ered unto 
y ou, That the Lord Jesus, the 
same night in which he was be­ 
tray ed, took bread: 
And 
when 
he had 
giv en 
thank s, he brok e it, and said, 
Tak e, eat; this 
is 
my 
body , 
which is brok en for y ou; this do 
in remembrance of me. 
After the same m anner also he 


took the cup , when he had sup ­ 
p ed, say ing. This cup is the new 
testam ent in my blood: this do 
y e, as oft as y e drink it, in re- 
memebrance of me. 
For as often as y e eat this 
bread, and drink this cup , y e do 
shew the Lord’s death till he 
come. 
Wherefore whosoev er shall eat 
this bread, and drink this cup of 
the Lord, unworthily , shall 
be 
guilty of the body and blood of 
the Lord. 
But let a man ex amine him ­ 
self, and so let him eat of that 
bread, and drink of that cup . 
For he that eateth and drink - 
eth 
unworthily , 
eateth 
and 
drink eth damnation to himself, 
not discerning the Lord’s body . 


p hasized for the av erage man 
who either is large-minded and 
p ractical in his- outlook up on re - 
ligion or who holds his own p ar­ 
ticular op inions with a large and 
brotherly 
recognition 
of 
the 
op inions of others. 
There are some general facts 


which may be emp hasized with 
v alue. There is, first of all, 
the 
lem inder that bap tism was p ri­ 
marily not a Christian ordinance. 
John the Bap tist was a fore­ 
runner of Christ and Christian­ 
ity , and the fact that he used 
bap tism as a p art of his method 


of p rop aganda and discip leship 
showed that it was a p ractice al­ 
ready in v ogue before the time 
of Christ and to which Christ 
himself submitted. 
The comment of Christ up on 
bap tism in submitting to that 
rite is p erhap s the most effec­ 
tiv e and 
significant 
that we 
hav e. 
“Thus it bscometh us to ful­ 
fill all righteousness,” said Jesus. 
He p robably did not attach great 
imp ortance to bap tism 
as a 
form, but he did attach much 
imp ortance to it as an ex p res­ 
sion of fellowship and as a link ­ 
ing of his religious life 
with 
that of his age and with the re­ 
ligious life that had gone before. 
Such a sp irit giv es to formal ob­ 
serv ance a new meaning and 
reality . . 
In.the sup p er in the up p er 
room, which has become the his­ 
toric founding 
of the 
Lord’s 
Sup p er as observ ed in the church 
and to which Paul refers in the 
v erses of our lesson, we find the 
true 
meaning 
of 
communion 
for Christians. There are some 
who hav e questioned 
whether 
Jesus intended to establish in 
that incident any formal ordin­ 
ances at all. 
But much more 
im p ortant 
than that question, which we 
hav e really no means of deter­ 
mining, is 
the fact that the 
Lord’s up p er did become estab­ 
lished as a significant ex p ression 
of communion in the church 
and th&t it has continued so to 
this day . If at times among re­ 
ligious group s or on the p art of 
indiv iduals, the observ ance 
of 
the Lord’s Sup p er has become 
largely formal, is not the need 
not to abolish the form, but to 
im p art to 
its observ ance the 
sp irit and meaning of that an­ 
cient communion in the 
up p er 
room? 
Formal Ex p ression 
For the thoughtful discip le 
bap tism is a serious thing. It is 
the formal and p ublic ex p ression 
of one’s discip leship and of one's 
p lace in the comp any 
of those 
who believ e in Jesus and 
who 
seek to en^body his sp irit in the 
world. 
So also the p artak ing of the 
Lord’s Sup p er is a solemn 
ac­ 
tion, a time for heart searching 
and for the measuring of one’s 
life by the standards of 
the 
sacrificial lov e of God in Christ 
and the p riv ileges and blessings 
that div ine grace bestows up on 
man. 
The truth is that bap tism and 
the Lord’s Sup p er are w hat we 
mak e them in our own liv es. 
They may mean to us v ery lit­ 
tle, or they ex p ress for us all the 
worth of eternal v alues.

This data, say s Richard Lie- 
ber, dep artm ent director, is on 
file in the State Geologist’s of­ 
fice, and is av ailable for refer­ 
ence use by the p ublic. 
This v ery interesting and v al­ 
uable record work 
p lished by Verne Patty , curator ; 
of 
the State Museum, who 
searched -all 
av ailable county 
histories, state 
geological 
re­ 
p orts, m anuscrip ts 
on 
file in 
p ublic libraries and the U. S. 
Geological Surv ey s to • bring the 
data up to its p resent comp lete 
form. The Patty rep ort is made 
by counties, rendering it more 
useful for reference. 
According to 
this 
comp ila­ 
tion, mounds most frequently 
found are of 
the burial ty p e. 
Second in the list are those used 
as fortifications and 
generally 
found along the riv ers;-third in 
numercal imp ortance 
are the 
ceremonial ty p es, while 
a few 
are known as mounds of the sig­ 
nal ty p e. The latter are located 
p rincip ally along the Ohio riv er 
between Madison and New Al­ 
bany .

Patty makes sp ecific reference 
to one ex cav ation at W orthing­ 
ton op ened in 187 8 where

ruary" as the mercury sank to 
what was believed new low le- 
vels. 
1 
HoweVer, 
Elwood Kirkwood, 


who is 'the weather observer for 
Rush county, has shown coj*- 
clusively by his records that 
February 1929, was just a little 
cold snap in comparison to some 
Februarys of the past. 


•'Take the year 1885, for exam- 


ple," said Mr. Kirkwood, "The 
highest 
temperature reached 


during the month was 54 degrees 
and that on the last day. The 
lowest the mercury sank was 22 
degrees below zero. This shades 
the 13-degree drop below the ze- 
ro "mark recorded this .year. The 
22-degree below zero level was 
reached on two successive days 
that year. 


"A total of 13! inches of snow 


was also marked up for that 
month of 1885. Nine of the twen- 
ty-eight days snow or rain fell 


and ten of the 28 saw sub-zero 
temperatures. The next year 
1886, 
had a rather cold Febru- 


ary too. February 5, 1886 the 
mercury sank to 16-degrees be- 
low zero. Although this was a low 
mark only two days in the month 
had sub-zero weather. 


"In 1895, February 8 to ba 


exact, the mercury again went to 
16 degrees below zero. Not only 
was it below zero for a mini- 
mum temperature but the high- 
est the mercury ever climbed on 
that day was one-degree below 
zero making Rush county citi- 
zens shiver in-sub-zero weather 
the entire 24-hours of that date. 


"It was in 1899 that a real re- 


cord was set for the mercury 
went to 25 degrees below zero on 
February 13. The date of Febru- 
ary 9, 1899 was also a memorable 
one as the warmest it evsr 
reached on that date was 4 de- 
gress below ero.

—The discussion of the Christian 
ordinances which are the theme 
of this lesson brings us very eas- 
ily into the realm of acute con- 
troversies of the sort that in the 
mam it has been our aim in this 
column to avoid. 
Possibly even the merest com- 


ment on baptism and the Lord's 
Supper cannot be made without 
conflict with the strong convic- 
tions upon these matters held in 
some quarters. 
The very terminology in use 


concerning them indicates the 
divergence of opinion and the in- 
tensity of feeling. Some churches 
are what are called "close com- 
munion"—the principle of inclu- 
sion and exclusion of other pro- 
fessing Christians in the fellow- 
ship of a local church having to 
do with the nature and form of 
Baptism. Other churches which 
do not speak of "close com- 
munion" hold very strict and 
particular views concerning th 
nature and significance of the 
Lord's Supper. 


An Extreme 


We have heard of the wife of 


a nonconformist missionary in 
the depths of Africa who wrote 
to the archbishop of Canterbury 
inquiring whether she would be 
commiting sin in partaking 
of, 


the fcommunion with her hus- 
band and other nonconformist 
missionaries in the mission field. 
That is, perhaps, a very extreme , 
instance, but it typifies the gen- | 
eral attitude of a fairly large | 
number of professing Christians j 
toward those of churches and , 
communions other than their 
own. 
r 
The extremes of opinion 
re- 


garding these ordinances 
and; 


the forms in which they are ex- | 
pressed vary from the most; 
thoroughgoing sacerdotalism of | 
ancient and highly organized 
communions' to the extreme 
freedom of such groups as the 
Quakers who do not accept or 
practice such ordinances, but 
who for the most part are so 
thoroughly imbued 
with the 


moral and spiritual ideals of 
Jesus that anyone who would ex- 
clude them from the general fel- 
lowship of Christians would show 
considerable "narrowness 
and 


very great temerity. 
But even considering thess 


very extremes, there are realities 
in baptism and the Lord's Sup- 
per as described in the New 
Testament which may be em-

John the Baptist was a fore- 
runner of Christ and Christian- 
ity, and the fact that he used 
baptism as a part of his method 


of propaganda and discipleship 
showed that it was a practice al- 
ready in vogue before the time 
of Christ and to which Christ 
limself submitted. 
The comment of Christ upon 


baptism in submitting to that 
rite is perhaps the most 
effec-' 


tive and significant that we 
have. 
' 
... 
-Thus it bscometh us *o ful-, 


fill all righteousness," said Jesus'. 
He probably did not attach great 
importance to baptism as a 
form, but he did attach much 
importance to it as an expres- 
sion of fellowship and as a link-- 
ing of his religious life 
with 


that of his age and with the re- 
ligious life that had gone before. 
Such a-spirit gives to formal ob- 
servance a new meaning and, 
reality. . 
In the supper in the upper 


room, which has become the his- 
toric founding of the 'Lord's 
Supper as observed in the church 
and to which Paul refers in the 
verses of our lesson, we find the 
true meaning of communion 
for Christians. There are some 
who have questioned whether 
Jesus intended to establish in 
that incident any formal ordin- 
ances at all. 
But much more 
important 


than that question, which we 
have really no means of deter- 
mining, is the fact that the 
Lord's upper did become estab- 
lished as a significant expression 
of communion in the church 
and that it has continued so to 
this day. If at tunes among re- 
ligious groups or on the part of j 
individuals, the 
observance of j 


the Lord's Supper has become j 
largely formal, is not the need 
not to abolish the form, but to 
impart to its observance the 
spirit and meaning of that an- 
cient communion in the uppsr 
room?

Formal Expression 


For the thoughtful disciple 


baptism is a serious thing. It is 
the formal and public expression 
of one's discipleship and of one's 
place in the company of those 
who believe in Jesus and who 
seek to embody his spirit in the 
world. 
So also the partaking of the 


Lord's Supper is a solemn ac- 
tion, a time for heart searching 
and for the measuring of one's 
life by the standards of the 
sacrificial love of God in Christ 
and the -privileges and blessings 
that, divine grace bestows upon 
man. 
The truth is that baptism ana 


the Lord's Supper are what we 
make them in our • own lives. 
They may mean to us very lit- 
tle, or they express for us all the 
worth of eternal values.

Prehistoric Races in Indiana 


Portrayed in Types of Mounds 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 9— 


Four types of mounds repre- 
sentative of the prehistoric ra- 
ces which once lived and died 
in Indiana, are found in num- 


erous counties of this state, a 
compilation of data on Mound 
Builders and Dwellers just com 
pleted by the state conserva- 
tion department discloses. 


This data, .says Richard Lie- 


ber, department, director, is on 
file in the State Geologist's of- 
fice, and is available for refer- 
ence use 'by the public. 


. This very interesting and val- 


uable record work was accom- 
plished by Verne Patty, 'curator 
of 
the State Museum, who 


searched -all. available county 
histories, starte geological re- 
ports, manuscripts on file in 
public libraries and the U. S. 
Geological Surveys to • bring the 
data up to its present complete 
form. The Patty report is made 
by counties, rendering it more 
useful for reference. 


"According to this compila- 


tion, mounds most frequently 
found are of the burial type. 
Second in. the list are those used 
as fortifications and generally 
found along the rivers ;vthird in 
numercal importance are the 
ceremonial types, while a few 
are known as mounds of the sig- 
nal type. The latter are located 
principally along the Ohio river 
between Madison and New Al- 
bany. 
• 


Patty makes specific reference 


to one excavation at Worthing- 
ton opened in 1878 where 
the 


interior showed traces of a large 
room evidently a former dwell- 
ing. Numerous skeletons were 
discovered, and interest center- 
ed on one which gave evidence 
of a murder committed. The 
victim's skull had been crushed 
with a large stone hammer ly- 
ing near the skeleton, and indi- 
cations are the man was mur- 
dered while asleep. It is esti- 
mated that this mound took 200 
persons at least six months to 
build. 


The best preserved mounds of 


Indiana are near Anderson and 
at this time plans are formulat- 
ing to convert the grounds 
thereabouts into a state park. 


Patty in his writing on these 


records of a prehistoric race, 
deplores the fact 
the state 


never provided sufficient money 
for their further exploration 
and preservation. As a result, he 
declares, hundreds of mounds, 
earthworks and shell 
heaps 


have disappeared, and a valu- 
able record of the. dark past 
will, to a great measure reman: 
unsolved.
